who owns a tree or shrub set out for orna- 
ment^ Tbo first consideration in regard lo 
Iheso is neat find regular shape. 
It ia best

shapes entirely different from what they 
would assumo of themselves, If tbe shoots 
which aro to be kept short oro checked by 
frequent nipping of tbo ends during tho 
growing season. This Bends tho flow of 
sap, and consequently tbo strongest growth, 
olouR tho branches which aro left

checked. 


Much knifc-prnning i.i very weakening, 


but least so if done just before Iho buds 
swell. If done long before, tbo stems aro 
npt lo dry ; ncd if dono then or soon after- 
ward, eap escapes which should go to sup- 
port growth, or it is thrown in loo sudden 
n flow inlo tlio branches tbat nre left, and 
they nro gorged. There is, in all (roes and 
ehrubs of free growlh, some thinning of tbo 
Ehoots wmilecl. Shorten in tho sorts of 
flowering shrubs that bloom lato on tho 
samo season's young shoots, liko althees, 
bydraugeag and paniculate spireas.
